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REMARKS _ 


1. From $ to <2 ilovember 1952, the Infanterie Maserne at the 
Nordbehnhof railroad station in Rathenow was oceupied by 
troops wearing red-bordered black epaulets, mostly with 
artillery insignia. All windows of the installistion were 
lighted at dusk. ijumerous motor vehicles were seen in the 
berracks yard as they could not be sheltered. % 1& October, 
a signboard was at the gate.
